ning: 
WOLFF — Said he was a government 
worker and believed government work­ 
ers 
should get involved. Said his wife 
was a school teacher so he knew * they 
are adequately paid. However, he said 
teachers 
are oppressed and overbur­ 
dened with the responsibilities of over­ 
large 
classes and by the weight of non­ 
teaching routines. 
SCHRIVER — Said expenditures for 
education were a sore spot with most 
voters and that the people need more 
representation. 
He said he would use 
reason and logic in evaluating expendi­ 
tures and other educational questions 
that would come before the board. 
NOG LE 
— Said the prim ary reason 
for his 
candidacy 
was that “ my four 
years are up.” 
Then he said the edu­ 
cation of children was uppermost in his 
mind and * how good an education can we 
afford?” 
He said extrem ist m easures 
won’t work and that “ we must weigh each 
program 
with 
the 
children in mind. 
He said lie welcomed 
more discussion 
from the public at school board meet­ 
ings. 


LEMOS — Said in his view there had been 
a deterioration of education quality, the 
“ togetherness of the education communi­ 
ty and the family. He said he would spend 
more time in the schools and would tap 
among 
PTA 
elements in order to tap 
general interest and need. 
HOLLOWaY — Said he was concerned 
with rising taxes. “ I T find out where the 
money’s going.” He said he would work to 
get the most education out of the educa­ 
tional dollar. 
CHRISTMaS — Said the present school 
board hasn’t done enough on the rising 
drug abuse problem and said he had noted 
increasing teacher and student discontent. 
Said 
teachers have to work such long 
hours that they often let students drift 
on their own. 
CASEY — Said there were two areas 
that concerned him most. One was the 
financial and the other had to do with 
his concern for what he felt was the dif­ 
ference between what he taught his chil­ 
dren at home and what they were taught 
in school. He said it was time “ that par­ 
ents who know right from wront* get in­ 
volved in observing 
what their children 


are being taught in school. 
MRS. BURCH — Said the present board 
doesn’t represent the community. She said 
she went to a school board meeting and 
was ignored. She emphasized her interest 
in fighting the drug abuse problem.

drug abuse problem and that the board 
and the public cou d use better communi­ 
cations 


BEA TTIE — Said he was interested in 
quality education 1 and the co st.” He said 
there was always room for improvement 
but noted that “ other d istricts have more 
problem s than the local d istrict.”

to pigs” on the walls.

MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet Union 
launched a new peace offensive today 
with a call for a world conference on 
general and total disarmament and a 
s e rie s of conferences of the five nuclear 
powers, including China to ban nuclear 
arm s 
The plea for world peace was made 
by General Secretary Leonid I. Brezh­ 
nev of the Communist Party in a six- 
hour keynote speech to the 24th Party 
C ongress covering guidelines for domes­ 
tic and foreign policy in the next five 
y ears 
He offered normal and improved re­ 
lations to all countries from the United 
States and West Germany to Communist 
China. 
The peace call was accompanied by the 
custom ary rhetorical muscle-flexing: 
“ Our glorious armed forces are pre­ 
pared to repel an enemy attack at any 
tim e of the day or night from any quar­ 
te r. 
Any 
possible aggressor is fully 
aware that in the event of attempting a 
nuclear attack on our country he will be 
dealt a devastating counter-blow.’ 
The elegantly tailored Supreme Soviet 
leader, in dark suit and white tie, was 
addressing his top constituency — the 
6,000 congress delegates in the Krem­ 
lin 's Palace of C ongresses. 
More than 100 foreign delegations in­ 
cluding the ru lers of most Communist 
countries were present. 
Brezhnev laid down six broad tasks of 
foreign policy which included: 
—A ban on nuclear, chem ical and bac­ 
teriological weapons, an end to weapons 
tests, and conferences of the Soviet Un­ 
ion, the United States, Britain, France 
and Communist China for complete nu­ 
clear disarmament. 
—A world conference to consider gen­ 
eral and total disarmament with pre­ 
lim inary agreem ents to reduce m ilitary 
expenditures. 
—“ Elim inate the hotbeds of war in 
Southeast Asia and the Middle East ’ by 
promoting political settlem ent in those 
areas “ on the basis of respect for the 
legitim ate rights of states and peoples 
subjected to aggression ’ 
—A move toward collective security 
in Europe with the “ recognition of the 
territo rial changes that occurred in Eur­ 
ope as the result of the Second World 
W ar." This would be preceded by the 
dismantling of the North Atlantic Trea­ 
ty 
a liance and its Communist coun­ 
terpart, the Warsaw Pact. 
—An implementation of all U.N. de­ 
cisions to end colonialism and a condem­ 
nation of all racism . 
—An expansion of relations with states 
which want to help conserve the envi­ 
ronment. eradicate disease and help in 
space exploration. 
Speaking in a subdued tone before the 
4,963 delegates from a I over the So­ 
viet Union and a number of other na­ 
tions, 
Brezhnev denounced 
American 
policy in Indochina and the Middle East 
but said “ an improvement of Soviet - 
American relations would be in the inter­ 
ests of both peoples and for a stronger 
peace. * 
He 
said, 
however, that “ in recent 
years the U.S. administration has taken 
a more rigid stance on a number of u> 
ternational issues, including those which 
have a bearing on the interests of the 
Soviet Union 
. . thus making dealings 
with the United States much more diffi­ 
cu lt.’’ 
Brezhnev pledged the Soviet Union’s 
"firm support of our Arab friends” in 
the Middle East and also said his na­ 
tion 
would continue its aid to North 
Vietnam

mese ki 1 Vietnamese in Washington s

‘They sent our boys over 
there to do a job and now this 
here is what’s coming,” said 
Mrs. Isiah Mitchell, mother of

growing o u t of the 
My Lai killings. 


Mrs. Mitchell of St. Francis- 
ville, La., who broke down in 
the courtroom and cried when 
her son was freed, said she 
knew Calley’s mother was dead 
but “ I would have loved to see 
a mother feeling for him. I feel 
for him .” 
“ I am so thankful that I lived 
to see my own son througl this. 
I knew if Calley’s mother was 
living she’d feel the same way. 
I just hate to see this thing 
happen to Lt. C alley.” 


Attorney John Kesler, who 
defended Paul Meadlo, a key 
witness in the case against 
Calley, said his 
reaction is 
“ unbelievable 
and absolutely 
shocking.” 
“ It is unbelievable that a jury 
could deliberate for almost two 
weeks and be uncertain and 
then 
after 
two 
weeks 
of 
floundering

Reagan plans 
trip to Japan

You can’t 
fault a member of the arm ed 
forces for shooting women and 
children in Vietnam, because 
the enemy is largely women 
and children.” 


Capt. E rnest Medina and his 
attorney, F. Lee Bailey, said 
they

office in Boston. Medina was 
Calley’s commanding 
officer 
and testified he did not order 
Calley to shoot civilians. 
Both critics and proponents of 
the Vietnam War were general­ 
ly critical of the verdict. 
“ I think it’s a m istake to 
make one man the scapegoat 
for

mistake 
in 
national 
policy,” 
said 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern, D-S.D.. an antiwar 
critic. 
“ I think Calley committed a 
crim e if he committed what he 
was accused of doing, but

single out a single man for the

High tem jieratures Monday 
were in the 60s as far north as 
Montana, while 90-degree read­ 
ings were typical in the desert 
regions of the Southwest.

If mildew remains, wash with a thick 
suds of mild soap, saddle soap or a soap containing a 
germicide or fungicide. Then wipe with a damp cloth and 
dry in an airy place.”

I left the hook on a 
wire coat hanger just as it was but bent the rest of the 
hanger into a rectangle about 12 inches long and four 
inches wide. Starting from the top and about two inches 
apart I made identations on each side—mine has five. 
Next I cut five pieces of ¥4-inch elastic about eight 
inches long.

Turning the seam 
to the inside I slipped each elastic loop over the frame 
and into an indentation. To secure them in place I zig­ 
zagged back and forth next to the wire using the zipper 
foot on the machine. I tied a small bow of ribbon at the 
base of the hook. Scarves were slipped under the top 
elastic of each loop and folded over so they do not slip 
or slide off. All scarves are visible at a glance so 1 can

Other players 
never lost any, much less 
two. 
South finally blamed his 
partner. Why hadn’t North 
bid one no-trump instead of 
raising h e a r t s ? Three no- 
trump wouldn’t depend on 
any finesses. North could be 
sure of one spade, six hearts 
and the minor suit aces. 
S o u th had a bad case. 


North may have made three 
no-trump, but a club lead 
would hold him to eight 
tricks, while four hearts was 
unbeatable with proper play. 


It was fine to draw trumps 
and attack d i a m o n d s but 
when East led the spade six, 
South should have played 
his king. This would have 
paralyzed the defense. West 
could take his ace and set up 
his 10 but when East got in 
with the second diamond he 
wouldn’t be able to lead a 
spade to his partner.

Reader — Unfortun­ 
ately. the first warning that 
many people have concern­ 
ing their heart problems is 
a sudden attack. About half 
of the people with a heart at­ 
tack do not live long enough 


to be admitted to the hos­ 
pital. Even complete medi­ 
cal checkups with a heart 
tracing may be normal. This 
is why prevention of heart 
disease 
is 
so 
important. 
Even a good artificial heart, 
if it existed, won’t help the 
people who don’t make it to 
the h o s p i t a l . Prevention 
means that if there has been 
a weight gain since the mid­ 
dle 20s or other evidence of 
accumulated fat, it must be 
eliminated 
by 
d i e t 
and 
p r o p e r exercise. It also 
m e a n s eliminating cigar­ 
ettes in any a m o u n t . A 
proper diet, a good exercise 
p r o g r a m and eliminating 
cigarettes and coffee would 
probably save about half of 
the people who are now hav­ 
ing the sam e problem your 
husband had. 


1 doubt there is much you 
could have done even if you 
had been at his side. If you 
knew how to apply artificial 


heart massage through the 
chest and if someone had 
com e along in time to help 
you there might have been 
a chance. There are a lot of 
ifs. Even a skilled person 
giving 
heart 
m a s s a g e 
through a closed chest must 
produce effective circulation 
in about four minutes or the 
b r a i n will be damaged. 
There is really only one good 
answer—prevention. 
Age 57 is a common age 
for men to have heart at­ 
tacks. There should be a lot 
of good years after that age. 
Young men do not escape 
either 
The most common 
cause of sudden death in 
young men in

States today is heart disease.

If you’re a potential mu- 
tual fund investor, you might 
want to consider a piece of 
legislation that Congress re­ 
cently passed. 
Almost 
four 
years 
ago, 
members of the Securities 
and Exchange Commission 
unanimously 
recommended 
certain changes in the laws 
regulating m u t u a 1 funds. 
Very little that was recom­ 
mended survived by the time 
a bill was passed last De­ 
cember, 
but 
one 
item 
is 
worth investors’ attention. 


The 
SEC 
h a d 
recom­ 
mended prohibiting the sale 
of 
contractual 
plans, 
also 
c a l l e d 
“ front - end - load” 
plans. Investors sign a con­ 
tract obliging them to pay 
X dollars a 
month 
for a 
period of, typically, 10 or 15 
years 
It’s called a “ front- 
end-load” arrangement be­ 
cause a heavy part of the 
load, or sales commission, is 
deducted off the front end. 


Let’s say you’ve agreed to 
pay in $25 a month for 15 
years. The fund charges the 
usual sales commission, 8.5 


per cent. So you’ll pay in 
$300 a year for 15 years— 
$4,5(H) in all—on which you’ll 
pay total sales commissions 
of $382.50. 
By law, the fund is per­ 
mitted 
to 
deduct 
half 
of 
everything you pay in during 
the first year, to be applied 
toward paying this $382.50 
sales charge. That is, of the 
$300 you "invest” during the 
first year of the contract. 
$150 is not invested but is 
taken out to pay com m is­ 
sions. 


After a year, somebody in 
the family incurs a whopping 
hospital bill, or your car is 
wrecked and you go in hock 
for a new one. or for some 
other reason you just can ’t 
find $25 a month in the budg­ 
et. You have to quit, and 
cash in the shares you’ve 
bought. 


Formerly, of the $300 you 
had paid in, you would have 
received $150. plus growth if 
any. The SEC recommended 
prohibition of these plans be­ 
cause their study showed too 
many investors who quit the

Contractual plans are de­ 
fended on two counts. One, 
you know you’re going to be 
penalized if you drop out— 
so you force yourself, a little 
harder, to fork over the $25 
every 
month. This 
makes 
sense if you like the idea of 
holding a gun to your h e a d - 
knowing that you m ay have 
to pull the trigger if you get 
strapped financially. 
Two, it’s said that the low 
minimums of the contractual 
plans make mutual fund in­ 
vesting 
possible 
for 
the 
"little guy 
who doesn’t have 
$150 or $200 for “ regular” 
mutual fund purchases. 
This may have been true 
once, but it’s no longer so. 
The “ 1970 Manual of Mutual 
Fluids,” for example, lists 
131 funds that accept initial 
purchases of $25 or 
less, 
plans were losing too much 
money. 
The new mutual fund legis­ 
lation 
eases 
the 
penalties 
somewhat. If you drop out 
within the first 18 months, 
and 
deductions 
for 
sales 
commissions exceed 15 per 
cent of what you’ve paid in. 
you're entitled to a refund of 
the excess over 15 per cent. 
Still, that’s quite a high 
price to pay for such a short 
ride. But maybe you’ll fin­ 
ish the ride, and do fairly 
well. If your fund averages 
10 
per 
cent 
appreciation 
yearly, after 15 years you'll 
have an investment worth 
$8.355. But you could do it 
another way and have con­ 
siderably more. 
If vou had chosen a reg­ 
ular voluntary plan - no con­ 
tract—and invested $75 every 
three 
months, 
paying 
the 
sam e 8.5 per cent sales com ­ 
mission, after 15 years you’d 
have shares worth $9.280. 
Why the difference? Be­ 
cause, 
under the contract 
half of the money you “in­ 
vested” during the first year 


Something to think about be­ 
fore you sign a contract.

PITTSBURGH (UFI) -T h e 
Fitisburgh Condors have signed 
Howard P orter to an American 
Basketball Association contract 
but it may take the courts to 
decide where Porter plays next 
season. 
Porter, the most valuable 
player in the NCAA basketball 
championship, apparently has 
involved 
him self 
with 
two 
agents —one of whom negotiat­ 
ed a reported five-year, million- 
dollar contract with Pittsburgh, 
and another negotiating with 
the Chicago Bulls of the NBA. 
Although 
the Bulls picked 
P orter on the second round of 
the 
NBA draft Monday, the 
Condors insist their contract 
with him is binding. 
“ F orter is legal property of 
the C ondors,” said Operations 
D irector Mark Binstein. “ We 
have 
completed 
negotiations 
with him, and I expect him to 
be in a Pittsburgh uniform for 
10 y ears.” 
The 6-foot- Porter, an All- 
American at Villanova, became 
m ysteriously unavailable after 
the 
Condors 
announced 
his 
signing Monday. Even Norman 
Blass, his New York attorney, 
said he did not know where 


P orter was. 
“ Of his play in the 
NCAA 
championships, 
F orter 
has 
emerged as perhaps the hottest 
property 
in 
the 
pro 
draft 
today,” said Binstein, and that 
could 
be 
the 
crux 
of 
the 
Condors’ problems. 
F orter reportedly made his 
first 
commitment to the ABA 
and Pittsburgh in January after 
the Condors chose him No. 1 in 
the league’s secret draft. After 
winning the MV F award in the 
National championships, P orter 
has become a hotter property. 
“ Right now I’m negotiating a 
contract 
with the Bulls for 
Howard’s serv ices,” said Max 
Shapiro, P o rter’s other agent. 
Binstein claimed the contract, 
negotiated by Condors’ P re s­ 
ident Don Bezahler with Blass 
and agent Chuck Kaufman, was 
binding. 
“ It is far, far in excess of 
any contract ever given by the 
Pit sburgh franchise,” Binstein 
said.

Attles trying to 
solve Buck puzzle

(UPIV-Lew Alcindor can put you to sleep. 
That’s how smooth he is. 
The 
last 
two 
professional athletes I can think of who 
perform ed with the same easy grace were Joe DiMaggio and 
C harlie 
Gehringer 
and 
long before 
they 
were 
through 
everybody figured they’d wind up where they did—-40 the Hall 
of Fame. 
Lew Alcindor, the Milwaukee Bucks’ pride and joy UXi the 
NBA’s MVF and leading scorer, is the most dominant player in 
all basketball today. 
That 
means all the other clubs immediately go gunning 
for him. 
“ They double-team him, they front him, they sag from the 
weak side, they do everything conceivable 
to 
him, ” 
says 
Larry 
Costello, the Milwaukee coach. “ You take Philadelphia 
-I’ve seen 'em throw two or 
three guys in and out at him, 
physically 
pushing 
him 
and trying 
to get him irritated. 
That kind of thing has to bother anybody.” 
I asked Lew Alcindor how 
much things like that really 
bother him and he said not much. 
“ It’s something you have to get used to ,” 
he said. “ I’m 
never left alone. But that’s 
more or less what I should 
expect being in the position I’m 
in.” 
Alcindor isn’t making himself out 
a m artyr, he’s simply 
saying 
the 
opposition 
keeps 
bearing down a little harder 
against 
him. 
T hat’s 
only natural. A pitcher works harder 
on Johnny Bench than he does 
on D arrel Chaney, doesn't he? 
There are very few things on a basketball floor that 23-year- 
old, 7-foot-2 
Lew Alcindor can’t do. The horrible part about it 
all, at least from the viewpoint 
of the other NBA clubs, is that 
he keeps improving. 
“ I think my main improvement has been 
in my ability 
to analyze situations during the gam e,” Alcindor says. “ Once 


you develop that it makes the game a lot e a sie r.” 
If the game becomes much easier for Alcindor he should 
pay 
them 
to 
let him play. 
Under 
the 
present 
set-up 
though, they’re paying him and 
they’re paying him pretty good. 
Alcindor gets $280,000 a year, which comes to roughly $5,400 a 
week, which really isn ’t rough at all. 
“ He’s 
worth all he g ets,” says 
a 
spokesman for the 
Bucks, who now are one up on the San Francisco W arriors in 
the opening round NBA playoffs. “ We averaged 98 p ercen t 
capacity 
attendance at home 
this season and our last 17 
games were sellouts.” 
All due to Alcindor? 
“ Well, 
yes,” says the man from Milwaukee. “ I’d have to 
say he and O scar Robertson both.” 
This is the Bucks’ third year in the NBA. 
They 
didn’t 
have 
Alcindor their first year in the league 
and they finished in the cellar. 
Last year Alcindor was the Rookie Of the Year and the 
Bucks made the playoffs only 
to be knocked off in the sem i­ 
finals by the Knicks. 
A lot 
of 
people 
think 
the Bucks can go all the way this 
year. 
The 
reason 
they think that is Lew Alcindor. 
“ I am 
only one man and it takes more than 
one 
man 
to 
win 
a 
basketball 
championship 
for 
any team .” says Milwaukee’s 
Soph center. “ If we are to win it will take a collective five- 
man effort.” 
There is a current article in a national magazine which leaves 
sometliing 
o! 
an 
im pression Alcindor isn’t exactly enthralled 
playing in Milwaukee, Speaking about the story he says it failed 
to include everything 
he said which, 
had it been included, 
would have explained some of his 
other 
statem ents 
more 
clearly, 
“ I did say in the article 
I have no real roots in Milwaukee 
and 
that 
is 
tru e,” 
Alcindor points out. “ But I am paid to 


play basketball, we have very good fans who give us a lot of 
support and I have nothing against the city.” 
Occasionally 
when 
you 
see Lew Alcindor out there on the 
floor he looks as if he’d rather be doing anything else 
but 
playing basketball. He may look that way but he says it isn’t so. 
“ I like this 
w ork,” he says. “ Yes I’m paid to do what I’m 
doing but I’m not in basketball for 
the 
money alone. 
Money 
brings m aterial benefits but it certainly doesn’t bring liappi- 
ness. As far as what I’m doing now I’ll stay involved as long 
as I can relate to it,” 


For the money he’s getting to play b a s k e t b a l l , Alcindor 
doesn’t figure to un-relate to it for the next few weeks anyway. 
Besides he’s coming 
off a pretty fair season. 
He not only led all sco rers and 
walked 
off 
with 
the 
Fodoloff Cup as most valuable player but he also piled up the 
most lopsided margin in the NBA’s MVF history. Alcindor 
drew 133 first place votes — his nearest riv a l—Jerry West. 
What made it so personally gratifying to him was that the voting 
was done by all the NBA players. 
“ I couldn’t ask for m ore,” says Lew Alcindor.

OCEAN FISHING 
Salmon are now being taken in larger quantities out of Port 
San Luis after a slow period caused by heavy winds and rough 
seas which apparently scattered the fish. However, with the ces­ 
sation of the winds the salmon returned to their usual haunts in 
the neighborhood of the Red Light and pismo Pier. 
For the two or three days prior to last week’s rain, limits 
were fairly common. Some people took limits two days running. 
As we write this the rain appears to be letting up, with a rising 
barometer, so we hope for a good weekend with the Chinooks. 


The dedicated rock anglers also are getting to work and lots 
of good eating rock fish are coming in. Many people look down 
on rock fishing as a meat-getting proposition, but they probably 
have never fished for yellow tail bass, or even the humble blues 
with a light spinning outfit. With the prospect of a wandering 
bonita hitting the lure, one never knows what the ‘moocher” 
type angler will come up with. We used to fish this way out of 
San Simeon from a skiff we launched in the surf. Quite an ad­ 
venture to get out without getting a soaking, but those were the 
days. 
Talking of San Simeon we are given to understand that a party 
boat is going out from the pier. Contact Virg Moores at Morro 
Bay for details. It is reported that there will be both an all day and 
half day boat. There is no tackle available at San Simeon, so 
anglers should go completely equipped, or stop off in Cambria 
to make any tackle purchases. 
Both Santa Barbara and Oxnard boats are bringing in salmon 
up to twenty pounds, with hopes for a full season of salmon fish­ 
ing. 
As of last Friday Harbor Associated launched 75 boats, with 
150 salmon taken for the week preceding. 


FRESHWATER FISHING 
Last week Atascadero, Lopez and Laguna Lakes were planted 
with catchable trout. Fishing 
has been fair to good with one or 
two large fish being caught, but the main take has been the eight 
to nine inch fish. We find that the trout are very ‘touchy’ in 
their biting habits, and a nibble is hard to notice, especially 
with the usual wind blowing. We find the best method is when­ 
ever possible to watch the line, and at the least movement light­ 
ly strike. The fish appear to be feeding near the surface, and 
some fish have been taken with the sugar sinkers. Here again 
comparatively smooth water is needed to see the line. The sugar 
is only used as a weight to get the bait well out, and when it dis­ 
solves, the hook and bait sink slowly and naturally to the unsus­ 
pecting trout. The bottom of Lopez Lake is also getting very weedy, 
and the sliding sinker is prone to hold the bait at the bottom and 
let it get weeded up. A marshmallow bait is light, and will tend 
to raise the bait from the bottom. But it seems as though the 
planted fish are not too keen on this succulent morsel. Takes 
tlie old trout to fall for it, as the saying goes it takes sugar to 
get the old boys. This seems to apply to the big trout. However, 
it took a Lompoc fisherman, Walter Cowan, to get the lunker of 
the week in Lopez Lake, a five and a half pound rainbow. Possi­ 
bly being out of marshmallows, he got in on a troLed worm t>e- 
hind a set of flashers! 
Margarita Lake reports that the crappie fishing is still going 
strong, with bass a close second. But the latter make up in quan­ 
tity what they lack in size, mostly in the two pound class. Crap­ 
pie are hitting on small feather jigs, with the old ‘Go getter” 
still one of the best lures. 
At Nacimiento Lake, b;^s action about the same, lots of fish 
in the two pound class, with crappie fishing really good. That is 
if and when the schools are located. Seems the fish are on the 
clannish side, and keep very close together, but finally they 
have to get hungry and get into trouble. 


At Lake Cachuma, bass fishing appears to be the main attrac­ 
tion with many full stringers being registered daily, with fish 
up to eight pounds being caught. Trout fishing fair to good, with a 
weekly plant of catchable fish, one week stocked by the DFG 
and the next week by the county from private funds. There will 
be a fishing 
derby 
at the lake from March 27 thru May 2 
with prizes for the largest 
fish in the various classes caught 
in the lake. 


Further south, 
Casitas Lake has also been the scene of some 
excellent bass fishing with stringers averaging better than five 
pounds per fish. 


HUNTING 
Very 
little activity at this time of year. The State Fish and 
Game Commission will set the 1971 hunting regulations at the 
April 30 meeting at Reading. Any changes or recommendations 
should be mailed to the Commission at the earliest possible 
moment to receive consideration. 
The coot shoot under a federal 
depredation order expired 
March 31 in several counties 
in the state. These counties are 
Fresno, Kern, Kings, 
Madera, Merced, 
Stanislaus, Tulare, 
Imperial, Riverside, 
San Bernardino, and San Diego. 
Crop 
deprivation has been brought under control in these counties, but 
12 other counties are still open until May 16, unless the Bureau 
of Fisheries and Wildlife terminate the order earlier. 
In order that vacations and other plans can be scheduled well 
in advance by hunters, the following season opening dates are 
adhered to by the commission unless extenuating services arise: 
Rabbits, 
first Saturday in July; 
early deer season first Satur­ 
day in August; late deer season Saturday nearest September 23; 
quail and chukar, last Saturday in October; Doves Septemlier 1. 
Water fowl seasons are not adopted until late August, being 
controlled by federal regulations. 


GENERAL NOTES 
The Fish and Game Commission amended its 10 year old policy 
on tule elk, to increase the maximum number of animals in the 
Owens Valley from 250 - 300 to 400. The DFG recommendation 
on this was a result of findings on an extensive study of the 
Owens Valley elk situation. Each of three bottomland herds. 
Bishop, Tinemaha, and Lone Pine will be limited to 70 animals 
each, and the Independence herd will have a maximum of 80 
elk. In addition to the Owens Valley elk, the DFG said, there are 
about 140 free roaming elk in the Cahe Creek area of Lake and 
Colusa Counties, and 32 elk under fence in the Tupman Elk Re­ 
serve State Park in Kern County. 
The DFG have distributed tule elk to many zoos both in this 
country and Germany.

Greensboro, N.C., and Flayer of 
the Year in a poll of ABA 
players for Sporting News. 


Daniels said his second MVP 
award was ‘‘a greater thrill 
than the first—it means more 
because there are so many 
better players in the league 
now.”

Py now Aurelio Rodriguez’ 
adrenalin was pumping pretty 
good. 
He 
was concentrating 
extra hard on what he had to 
do. Hit-and-run., hit-and-run... 
hit-and-run Only Rodriguez’ 
brain told him one thing and his 
body another. 
Detroit’s new third baseman 
put 
what 
he 
thought 
was 
merely a little extra oomph in 
his swing. Only a little extra. 
But the last time anybody 
saw the ball it was traveling 
like a bee-bee shot over the left 
centerfield wall 
at 
Winter 
Haven and /vurelio Rodriguez, 
who 
was 
supposed 
to have 
played hit-and-run, had himself 
a home run instead. 
He also had a smile a mile 
wide 
across 
his face after 
circling the bases and t0v.ching 
home plate. 
For Aurelio Rodriguez, who is 
Mexican 
and 
not 
given 
to 
worrying unduly, 
the big grin 
was rather characteristic. He 
comes 
close 
to being 
the 
happiest guy on the Detroit ball 
club. 
‘ He’s the most pleasant guy 
I’ve 
ever 
seen ” says 
Hal 
Middlesworth, the Tigers’ pub­ 
lic relations director. ‘ nlways 
smiling and always laughing.” 
When Rodriguez first report­ 
ed to the Tigers tiiis spring he 
was pressing, particularly at 
the plate, and the reason was 
rather obvious. He still doesn’t 
handle English that well but he

perfectly and realizes he was 
the ‘ key man” in the Denny 
McLain deal, at least insofar as 
the Tigers were concerned. 
Rodriguez went hitless in his

defensively not even Brooks 
Robinson can. 
“ He runs better than Brooks 
and 
throws 
better,” 
says 
shortstop Eddie Brinkman, who 
came over with Rodriguez to 
Detroit in the eight-player deal 
with 
Washington

Joe Foy Gets Another Chance 


POM I\\NO BEACH, Fla. — (NEA) — Joe Foy was en­ 
meshed in the criss-cross shadows of the batting cage as 
he waited for the pitch. A bolt of morning sunlight shot 
through and lit up a streak of sweat on his thick brown 
neck. M anager Ted Williams watched from behind the 
cage. All was quiet as F’oy played out one of the m any 
little dram as in spring training. 
Foy is a newcomer with the Washington Senators. This 
is his fourth m ajor league team in six years. He had been 
drafted by Washington from the New York Mets — no, 
from the M ets’ Tidew ater farm team . An ignominious 
happenstance for a veteran plaver, especially a young 
one. 
It m eant that the Mets, whom Foy played for last sea­ 
son, thought so little of him that they allowed him to be 
picked up for, as they say, a song. He has always been 
an outstanding prospect. But expectation has outdistanced 
production. Foy knows this m ay be his last chance in the 
big leagues. 
Hips turned before wrists, to W illiams’ approval, and 
Foy untangled his bat from the shadows and lined one 
deep to left center; he took off to jog around the bases. 
“ He’s going to help us. if he’ll keep his mind on the 
gam e,” said Williams. “ He can play anywhere in the in­ 
field and the outfield, and he can catch, too. He hits with 
power to all fields and he’s a good baserunner. He’s got 
all this talent and now he’s 28 years old. I would be em ­ 
barrassed if I were him to have done so little with it so 
fa r.” 
•After having been named Minor League Player of the 
Year in 1965, Foy cam e up to the Boston Red Sox. He 
batted .262 his rookie season, but fell to .225 by 1968. He 
was placed on the expansion list, which rarely boosts a 
ballplayer’s ego, and was picked up bv Kansas City. He 
hit a respectable .262. 
The Mets now needed a third basem an and thought Foy 
the ideal prospect. They traded pitcher Bob Johnson and 
outfielder Amos Otis for him. Otis, it turned out, m ade 
the American League All-Star team . P’oy, meanwhile, was 
batting .236, playing in only 99 gam es and. at season’s 
end, was placed on the Tidew ater roster. 
Reputations hound the heels of certain ballplayers. F’oy, 
it was said, was lazy or disinterested or too fat to pick up 
a ground ball or too covetous of night life. 
Yet. at Christm as time, P'oy, now of the Senators, re ­ 
ceived a card from Gil Hodges, Mets m anager. A personal 
note was inscribed which touched Foy. Hodges said that 
Foy was getting another chance and that he shouldn’t 
despair and that he thought Foy would surely m ake it. 
“ All I want is peace of m ind,” said Foy now, sitting on 
a m etal chair in the locker room and chain-smoking his 
second cigarette. His body looks lean. His eves are steadv 
and serious. 
“ I would love to be let alone to play the gam e,” he said. 
“ Actually, it’s a business, and not a gam e at all. I found 
this out when I signed a professional contract in 1962.” 
He spent six years in the minor leagues. He felt he shouid 
have gone higher faster. “ But the Establishm ent had their 
bonus playei b and they wanted to trv to get their m oney’s 
w orth.” .said B"oy. 
He has been troubled that he has not had a more spec­ 
tacular career, and seeks perspectives to ease the pain.

The so-called “ Ph.D. glut” is being treated like a 
national calamity. Instead, it could be transformed into 
an “ unprecedented bonanza for education,” says Hans 
Rosenhaupt, president of the Woodrow Wilson National 
Fellowship Foundation. 
Young Ph Ds, are indeed looking for employment, he 
admits, but the change from a seller s to a buyer's 
market in education is magnified out of proportion, as 
bad news often is. Stories of doctors of physics who are 
now driving cabs have greater appeal than happier news. 
The fact is that “ for the first time in history there may 
be enough good young teachers to fill the available 
openings in all four - year and two - year colleges. We 


may even have a chance of bringing a few more highly 
trained young men and women into secondary schools.” 
By 1980, junior college enrollment will be four million. 
Yet few Ph Ds, look for jobs in junior colleges, even 
though salary scales compare favorably with large 
universities, and many junior colleges don’t want to hire 
PhD s. 
Obviously, a change in the orientation of higher 
education is needed, says Rosenhaupt, a change in 
emphasis which would be welcomed by many young men 
and women who want to be of use to society and who feel 
that the graduate research they have been encouraged to 
undertake is sometimes trivial and irrelevant. 
GIs over the JUMPS 


Under a new Army pay system called JUM PS, GIs will 
have the choice of being paid either once a month or 
twice a month. Not only that but they will have other 
hitherto unheard of options, such as: 
—The option of being paid by cash or check. 
The option of specifying where the check is to be sent, 
including automatic payment to the serviceman’s bank 
regardless of where he is stationed.

Must be curbed

Between April and September last

increases, unit labor costs went up 
at a bare 2.5 per cent a year rate.

productivity advanced at the rate of 
4 per cent a year. 
In the next three 
months, 
produc­ 
tivity barely moved 
up — at a rate of 
one-half per cent a 
year. 
It 
is 
this 
w r ite r’s 
opinion 
that 
this 
almost- 
zero 
increase 
in 
productivity 
(far 
more than the wage 
boosts in the period) 
was what accounted 
for the 6 per cent a 
year rise in labor 
costs. 
For wage increases of even 6 per 
cent a year would be only mildly 
in fla tio n a ry 
if 
p ro d u ctiv ity 
increased 4 per cent. 
These figures clearly show that it 
is not the rate of increase in wages 
which causes inflation. It’s whether 
wages rise faster than productivity. 
What’s needed is an attack on 
inefficiency, whether management 
created (lethargy in adopting new 
equipment and improved methods) 
or labor created (feather-bedding, 
resistance to the maximum use of 
modern tools and other make-work 
practices). 


Here is where President Nixon, 
Congress, every state governor and 
legislature

president and union should crack 
down. 
The trend toward efficiency could 
be aided by government and private 
research, 
aimed 
at

inefficient industries and services, 
to develop productivity - increasing 
equipment and practices.

We waited on the 
p l a t f o r m 
as

turbulent sky black­ 
ened over the still 
and misty lake that 
stretches 80 miles

Montreux. The train 
pulled in dead on 
schedule at 19:05, as 
they call 7:05 P.M. 
in these parts, and 
we 
boarded. 
In the 
bustle 
of 
porters and ticket - 
darkness of the sleeping car was 
unremarkable, but as the train slid 
out 
I 
lightheartedly 
asked 
the 
steward, who was wrestling with the 
bags 
while 
holding 
a 
mini 
- 
flashlight in his mouth, when ho ho 
would 
the 
lights 
go 
on? 
He 
mumbled, like a patient trying to 
com m unicate 
to 
his 
dentist, 
something that sounded awfully like 
“ When we get to R om e.” He led us 
then to a miniscule cabin, the upper 
and lower bunks already made up, 
and 
heaved 
the 
bags 
onto 
the 
overhead rack until there was no 
more room, so that the last two 
were dumped on the floor, leaving 
the lower bunk to sit on provided you 
crouched forward at a 45-degree 
angle, else you bumped into space 
preempted by the upper bunk. 
The 
steward 
explained 
that 
because of a recent strike in Rome 
the electrical system had not been 
repaired, 
and 
because 
of 
an 
administrative oversight we had not 
got the second cabin, and the car 
was full. I asked him in choked 
accents 
which 
way 
was 
the 
restaurant car, and he said there is 
no restaurant car on this train, 
hasn’t been for three years, but that 
when we crossed the border into 
Italy three hours from’ now we could 
run out and buy a picnic basket. 
We thereupon resolved to take 
leave of the Geneva - Rome express, 
only to learn from the steward that 
the very next stop, 45 minutes down 
the line, would leave us stranded in 
a remote and taxi - less part of 
Switzerland. So we decided instead 
to laugh about it; but to pass along 
these lapidary lines for the benefit 
of future romantics who think, when 
headed 
from Switzerland to the 
Eternal City, to disdain jet travel. 
That day in the life of William 
Buckley v itch 
seems 
remote, 
24 
hours iater. In the morning there 
was high mass at St. P eter’s, a 
brilliant organist, absorbed in the 
beauty of his music and the purpose 
it served, transmuting the noisy 
tourists into soft - shoed pilgrims. 
And then, sipping coffee and reading 
the Sunday Times on the Square, we 
await the Pope, who will appear 
sharp at noon at his window in the 
Vatican apartment to deliver the 
weekly homily. 
FYve minutes before noon, the 
shutters 
opened 
and 
the 
Papal 
banner, 20 feet long, is lowered. The 
wind, gusty and irreverent, hurls it 
back up. and over, and twists it here 
and there, and one wonders that 
after 2,000 years the Vatican has not 
learned how to deal with unruly 
winds — and then a fantasy : might 
it happen — just possibly! — that 
when the Pope appeared, suddenly 
the wind would quiet down, as the 
seas at Galilee once did? 
Quite the contrary. The Vicar of 
Christ appeared, 
to address the 
crowd of 50,000 his voice somewhat 
tired and uncertain, like the Church 
whose voice he is, and the banner 


revolted 
right 
into 
his 
face, 
smothering the microphone. I do not 
know what he said, not knowing 
Italian, but I must suppose that he 
acknowledged the sacrifices that 
some of those, pressed into the 
square, had made in coming there; 
and I recalled that Hilaire Belloc 
walked all the way to Rome from 


Paris during my lifetime, and that 
not so many lifetimes ago, a journey 
to Rome consumed a m ajor part of 
the lifetime of many pilgrims; and 
now, the journey, in modern times, 
takes longer and longer, as the 
impediments multiply, and the flesh 
weakens.

T h e r e 
wa s 
c o n s i d e r a b l e 
speculation — some of it seeming to 
set up trial balloons or promote pure 
propaganda — about what the ad hoc 
County 
Redistricting 
Committee 
might propose this year in the way 
of supervisorial district boundary 
lines. 
There were reports — seemingly 
planted to needle new Supervisor 
Charles F. Catterlin 
— that an 
attempt would be made to foist the 
embattled community of Isla Vista 
on his Second District composed 
chiefly of Santa Barbara. 
And the word was spread of the 
intent of some to try to get Danish - 
American Solvang and other chunks 
of Santa Ynez Valley into the Fourth 
District orbit which revolves arou.^ 
the city of Lompoc. 
As it turned out the committee 
headed 
by 
Planning 
D irector 
H e r b e r t 
D i v e l b i s s 
d i d n ’ t 
recommend anything more radical 
than proposing that the Guadalupe 
area — along with other sectors 
north of Lompoc — be placed inside 
the F’ourth District boundary. There 
was no change proposed in the Santa 
Ynez Valley situation which would 
deliver any more of the real estate 
there east of 
Buellton 
into 
the 
F'ourth District. 
Board of Supervisors chairman 
Daniel G. G rant’s office put out a 
lengthy 
statement — in contrast 
with the sparse “ no com m ent” of 
First District Supervisor George 
Clyde But Grant didn’t make it very 
clear whether he liked or disliked 
giving up a large area of Goleta 
Valley 
north 
of 
101 
to Clyde’s 
district.He didn’t particularly find 
fault with the committee 
putting 
more 
ground between his Hope 
Ranch home. 
Supervisor Catterlin, who prefers 
to let Isla Vista remain in Dan 
G rant’s bailiwick, noted that the 
committee s recommendations place 
a 
greater 
distance 
between 
the 
proposed 
new 
Second 
District 
western boundary and Grant’s Hope 
Ranch home. 
The committee proposed to hand 
over the Hidden Valley area of 
several 
thousand persons 
from 
Catterlin’s 
Second 
District 
to 
Grant's Third District, extending 
the Third District farther eastward 
south of U.S. 101. 
A number of Courthouse Square 
o b serv ers 
w ere 
disappointed 
because 
so 
little 
drama

dations, which can be accepted, or 
changed, by the board, this year. 
We frankly were wondering about 
the 
Channel 
Islands. 
Did 
the

They remain within Third District 
borders, except for Anacapa Island, 
which comes under Ventura County 
jurisdiction 
A $20 million planned

project for privately

Other 
islands 
remain 
undisturbed

remote

Barbara Island, which seems to lie 
off Los Angeles County, is in the

District of Santa Barbara 
County? Not many people do. 
Grant 
admitted

island, chiefly a rookery. The Sierra 
Club wanted him to go along on a
